And by how much the 
more ſuperlative the Parliament ought to be in juſtice above other

eaine perſons, or of the generalland major part of the Army, it had 
been jultly chargeable with incertainty : But what aR can carry with 
« more certainty, then thar which hath the joyat-concurrence of an en- 
tire Bodic, or Community ? Hath not the praftice of the Houſe of 
Commons for forme and manner in things of the ſame nature, been c- 
ver the ſame ? and did not they impeach Strafford, Canterbury, Judge |

ſame generall uncercaine manner, in the name of the Houſe of Com-

row and yourſhame, and I doubt nor, but you who are ſo much now 
in their behalfe For reparations, according to Law before the. ifſue bec 
proved, will chen beenforced, according to your own litigious Do- 
rine, to make reparations to his Excellencic and the Army for all your 
pernicious, ſeditious, falſe, ſcandalons, notorious, ſhamelefle reproa- 
ches, revilings, imputations, accuſations, and aſperſions, publiſhed and 
uttered in your invenomed Declaration againſt them and theſe their 
juſt, legall, and honourable proceedings, which are ſo much afteed, 
honoured and promoted by all ia generall, unleſſe it be ſuch as are 
alike guilty and deſperately wicked, who neither feare God, nor love 
their King or their Countrey. 

2. The unjuſtneſle of the Armies proceedings, he faith, appeares by 
the incertainety and generality of the charge it ſelfe in meere generall and 
ambiguous termes,to which the parties accuſed can give no anſwer nor make 
anie defence,and thereupon voted inſufficient by the Howſe,s 5. Zan 10 charge 
or ſuſpend them by the Law of the Land. Fere note, that he meanes the 
gencrall heads of the Charge, given in 15. June laſt, and not the parti- 


culax Charge which came in Tuetday c July, although like a Juggler 


he inſerts it in ſuch a ſort as to have the mulritude believe it the lame. 
And as forthe general! heads, there was no anſwer thereunto required, 
onely therefore a ſuſpertion ot the accuſed, as being charged, ard tru- 
ly, with M.Declarers leave, there was both reaſon and preſident for it, 
alchough the Reuſe voted againſt it., Look backe and conſider the Par- 
liamerts proceedings in all tin:cs againſt their Members in ſuch caſes, 
and in particular 1 the laſt and lateſt preſidents, Srrafford, (anterbury, 
Barkley, &c. nay have not the Foule of Commons ſuſpended and ex- 
cluded divers of their owne Mcnibers this Parliament, for words and 
particular ations in the Fouſe,, caſes of inferiour nature and conſe- 
uence, to the matter of charge againſt the 11 Members?
